POPE TELLS PRIESTS

VATICAN CITY, March 28 

(AP)—Pope Pius XII, in a Lenten 
address, warned Roman Catholic 
pastors and preachers of Rome to 
guard their flocks against the rav- 
ages of “the enemy.” Vatican 
sources said he meant atheistic 
Communism and other modern 
threats to the church. 
The Pontiff addressed the 
group yesterday in the Vatican’s 
consistorial hall in one of the few 
audiences he has given since his 
recent illness. 

The Pope warned against

He recalled that he had warned 
against the same “enemy” in an 
address to 150,000 members of 
Italian Catholic Action last Oct.

Career Men’s Reaction. 
Other American career diplo- 
mats viewed the Bohlen case 
with mixed feelings today.

About Refusing to Answer. 

As to the right of witnesses to 
decline to reply to questions con- 
cerning Communist affiliations 
and activities, particularly before 
legislative committees, Lodge as- 
serted that it is the duty of cifi- 
zens to co-operate with such 
agencies as ‘‘a fundamental obli- 
gation of American citizenship.” 

“The privilege against self-in- 
crimination is directed primarily 
at court proceedings and does not 
excuse the citizen from his obli- 
gation to disclose information to 
a legislative committee,” Lodge 
continued. “The main purpose of 
the privilege is the protection of 
the individual against being com- 
pelled to disclose facts which may 
put him in jeopardy of criminal 
prosecution. But it may not be 
invoked as a means of giving ef- 
fect to a general objection to any 
given investigation, its subject 
matter, its methods, or the per- 
sons conducting ft. 

Not Question of ‘Rights.’ 

“Thus it is no violation of any 
‘right’ of Americans in the sec- 
retariat if the Secretary General 
takes a grave view of failure to 
respond to legitimate questions 
by United States legislative 
bodies, particularly if the inquiry 
is concerned with possible sub- 
vergjve activities affecting the 
very safety of the United States. 
We do not think any citizen has 
a ‘right’ to hold public office; 
we consider such tenure to be a 
privilege. 

“In his report the Secretary 
General does not propose to ig- 
nore the nature of the questions 
asked, or to disregard the other 
information concerning the in- 
dividual which may have been 
made available to him, in deter- 
mining the consequences of a re- 
fusal to testify. I hope that what 
I have said about the obligations 
of Americans to co-operate with 
public investigations may have 
helped to demonstrate that the 
Secretary General's position is not 
only consistent, with law but is 
a policy which fairly takes into 
account these _ considerations 
about Americans who fear. self- 
incrimination when asked about 
subversion in the United States.”

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Trickery in a Campaign 

Infighting for the four School Board seats at 
stake in the April election has taken a nasty 
turn. It looks now as if every political trick in 
the book will be dragged out and employed 
against the four candidates sponsored by the 
Citizens’ School Improvement Committee—Wil- 
liam Charles, Laus H. Antoine, Daniel L. Schaf- 
ly and Lemoine Skinner Jr. 2 

The hastily formed Citizens“ Committee for 
Better Schools” gives every indication of being 
a fly-by-night campaign front for certain School 
Board incumbents to attack the Improvement 
Committee and elect Charles J. Dyer, incumbent, 
and Dr. James J. McCaffery, former board 
member. 

Not only did this group attack the Improve- 
ment Committee in a statement that its chair- 
man now admits was “full of errors.” It also 
listed among its sponsors two community 
leaders who have denied any connection with 
the organization. Certainly this kind of tactics 
ought to discredit it with the intelligent voter. 

There is evidence that Democratic and Re- 
publican ward organizations are busy making 
“deals” to assure the election of two “trusties” 
from each party. School Board candidates must 
run without party designation, but it is no secret 
that Mr. Dyer and Dr. McCaffery may expect a 
great deal of help from the Democratic ward 
groups. 

Mr. Dyer, who has been the most outspoken 
opponent of reform on the board, seems so 
confident the professionals will carry him 
through that he is not even making campaign 
speeches, Only the other night Mr. Charles re- 
marked that he had not seen Mr. Dyer at any 
of the eivic meetings at which all candidates 
had been invited to appear. 

Mr. Charles and his three running mates, Mr. 
Schafly, Mr. Antoine and Mr. Skinner, have 
only one objective: a more efficient and com- 
pletely non-political administration of the 
schools. St. Louisans who agree that the schools 
ought to be divorced from politics will support 
men like these April 7. 


Give the Aldermen Authority 

Continuation of rent ceilings in St. Louis 
after federal controls expire hinges on prompt 
action by the city’s delegation in the Missouri 
Legislature. There is little sentiment in Jeffer- 
son City for a state rent control law. And if St. 
Louis is to be protected, it will be a task for the 
Board of Aldermen. 
* Unhappily, however, the Aldermen cannot act 
without authority from the Legislature. Federal 
controls could die April 30, although it is ex- 
pected they will be extended through next Oct. 
1. The city’s 18 State Representatives and seven 
State Senators ought to push through an en- 
abling act well before the earlier date. This is 
one piece of legislation they cannot afford to 
ignore. 
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Lobbyist As a Public Protector 

In accordance with the general plan of the 
Democratic leadership to allow President Eisen- 
hower his own way in the matter of appoint- 
ments, Edward F. Howrey, Washington lawyer- 
lobbyist, has been confirmed by the Senate for 
a seven-year term on the Federal Trade Com- 
mission. The record shows that there was no 
dissent when Mr. Howrey's name was called. 

It is our opinion that this was a mistake on 
the part of many Republicans as well as of the 
‘Democrats. For 20 years the new Commissioner 
tried to influence the FTC in its decisions. As a 
paid employe of large business interests, such 
as the Firestone Tire and Rubber Co., he argued 
for rulings which would be financially beneficial 
to his clients. Now he will sit on the agency 
itself, perhaps become chairman and shape its 
rulings and recommendations to Congress for 
years to come. :

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Fair Trial for the Traffic Plan 


Now that Mayor Darst has signed the new 
master traffic control law, it needs first of all a 
fair test. 

The Mayor made this clear in rejecting a last- 
minute demand by 255 downtown merchants that 
he veto the bill. Mayor Darst said, “If there are 
defects in this law, they will become apparent 
very soon. . . I will ask all of our citizens to 
give it a fair trial.” 

Among the citizens‘ who owe the plan the 
benefit of operation are the merchants who pro- 
tested against it. They have been outvoted by 
public opinion and official action. 

The traffic plan for one-way streets and park- 
ing restrictions on busy thoroughfares was de- 
vised chiefly to prevent downtown decay. But 
beyond that, as Arthur B. Baer told his fellow 
merchants from the downtown area, “We believe 
it is important to the best interests of the city 
as a whole.” 

This is the first time St. Louis has made a 
thorough attack against traffic blight. Fortunate- 
ly the progress was not stopped with one foot in 
the air, and for this the city owes its thanks to 
Mayor Darst, and to the Chamber of Commerce 
which stood by its program to the last. 

Now it appears that several months must pass 
before the traffic plan can be put into effect. 
When that time comes, the ordinance will de- 
serve the strongest enforcement and fullest pub- 
lic support. That is the only way to guarantee a 
fair trial. 


Mr. Roberts Quits Under Fire 

C. Wesley Roberts has done exactly what he 
should do—he has resigned his $32,500-a-year 
job as chairman of the Republican party's 
National Committee. His resignation comes, 
under fire, after the Kansas State Legislative 
Investigating Committee formally reported that 
Mr. Roberts violated the spirit at least of the 
Kansas law regulating lobbying. 

How much the embarrassing plight of its 
chief national political organization leader had 
begun to worry the Eisenhower Administration 
can be judged from the fact that the President 
said the resignation was a “wise decision.” The 
President said this on Friday although on Thurs- 
day he said that Mr. Roberts had served the 
party well and he did not want to form any 
hasty judgment about him. 

The committee in Kansas does not charge that 
Roberts actually violated the letter of the law. 
It says there is some doubt about that. 


But the report makes the record plain. Rob- 
erts got $11,000 for helping to sell an insurance 
company hospital to the state for $110,000. He 
took this 10 per cent fee in 1951, the year after 
he had been State Republican chairman. He 
promoted the deal with officials whom he had 
helped to put in office. 

Roberts did not register as a lobbyist under 
state law. The investigators find no satisfactory 
explanation of his desire not to be known as a 
lobbyist. 

Yet they do find that one influential legisla- 
tor, chairman of a committee which passed on 
the hospital purchase, was left to “take it for 
granted” that Roberts was representing the 
state. Far from appearing as a lobbyist, he 
seemed to be on the opposite side of the fence. 

This record points to influence-peddling, and 
devious influence-peddling at that. 

It was similar activity which resulted in the 
resignation under fire of former Democratic Na- 
tional Chairman William Boyle. It was exactly 
that kind of activity which the Republican party 
campaigned so strenuously against. 

The Roberts case now moves back to Kansas. 
Judging by the righteous indignation which has 
boiled up out there among the Republicans, the 
country will hear more about what Mr. Roberts 
calls “a carefully contrived” plot against him. 
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The French-American Talks 


The talks of the French mission in Washing 
ton face their real difficulty in the possibility 
that administration policies may not de sup- 
ported by the legislatures of the two countries. 

The Mayer government has done just about 
everything in its power to advance the ratifica- 
tion of the pending European defense agree- 
ments. But M. Mayer and his associates cannot 
guarantee that the agreement will be ratified 
by the French parliament. 

In somewhat similar fashion, President Eisen- 
hower and Mr. Dulles recognize that the Indo- 
chinese war has largely offset post-war improve- 
ments in the French economy, and that France 
finds it extremely difficult to carry out its role 
in the defense of Western Europe without sub- 
stantial American aid. But in view of sentiment 
for a balanced budget and reduced taxes, Con- 
gress may not give as much consideration to the 
French requests as they deserve. 

So it would be much better if the current 
talks resulted not in a paper agreement such as 
those of Rome and Lisbon which only gathered 
dust in the files, but in a clear demonstration 
to French and American legislators alike of the 
vital necessity of continued genuine co-opera- 
tion between the two nations. 

Formal French ratification of the European 
army plan will mean little if it is not whole- 
heartedly accepted by the French people. Fear 
that a European army would be dominated by 
the Germans, because French troops are fight- 
ing in Indochina or patrolling North Africa, can 
be quieted by American aid to ease the burden 
of the Indochinese war, by larger American 
military purchases in France, and by other prac- 
tical demonstrations of co-operation. Above all 
else, Washington can make it clear that it recog- 
nizes the primacy of France in the defense of 
Western Europe. 

The United States, of course, must insist on 
strenuous defense measures by the French. The 
Western alliance cannot be one-sided; it must be 


a mutual arrangement for the protection of all 


its members. Its full realization would be has- 
tened if discussions like the one in Washington 
made clear how relatively trivial are the differ- 
ences between Westerners when compared with 
the threat they face. 
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Kansas dust clouds are blowing eastward again, 
and while their arrival time is indefinite, they 
should get to the East considerably faster than 
the news about G. O. P. Chairman Roberts and 
the Kansas hospital scandal.

The task of reducing the excessive popu- 
lations of our risons is the 
hard core of the — A1. problem. It 
is in the construction and maintenance of 
these immense maximum-security institu- 
tions that we are expending such huge 
and disproportionate amounts of our total 
correctional appropriations. 

Illinois prisons, along with most of those 
in the other 47 states, are a heritage of 
our nineteenth century theories of crime 
and punishment. These great walled struc- 
tures are designed 
with a view to maxi- 
mum security in the 
confinement. of the 
entire prison popu- 
lation. 

We have long since 
learned that only a 
small percentage of 
inmates are maxi- 
mum security risks. 
Progressive penolo- 
gists have noted this 
fact, and charted the 
course for a more ra- 
tional pattern of pris- 
on construction. 

We now know that 
at least 80 per cent of the imprisoned of- 
fenders in IIlinois do not require maxi- 
mum custodial care. 

The management and treatment prob- 
lems of prison communities of several 
thousand men, such as Menard and Joliet, 
are as forbidding as the fortress-like struc- 
tures which house them. 


Illinois’s Desperate Need 


Illinois is desperately in need of a plan 
for future development which can bring 
about the progressive replacement of most 
of our large, unwieldy penitentiaries by a 
system of smaller medium and minimum 
custody institutions. 


These thoughts are not designed to mini- 
mize the importance of securing the free 
community against the acts of prisoners in 
close custody. 


However, it seems to me that for the 
vast majority of offenders, our security 
lies in appropriate classification, careful 
segregation, education and vocational train- 
ing, and in qualified professional person- 
nel, rather than in thick, high walls. 

With minimum security institutions 
there must go hand in hand a maximum 
program of treatment and rehabilitation. 
Some portions of the savings from stone 
and steel must be dedicated to the indi- 
vidualization of our correctional program. 


Certain of our institutions, such as the 
state penitentiary at Menard, are loaded 
down with irreconcilable, and hence, un- 
manageable, inmate populations. The state 
law designating Menard as the location of 
the psychiatric division for the entire peni- 
tentiary system should be amended. 

This would make possible a more realis- 
tic separation of the approximately 500 in- 


mates in need of psychiatric care from the 
—— of the Menard prison popula- 
on. 

With the removal of the 500 or more 
psychiatric inmates from Menard, that in- 
stitution should be maintained at the re- 
duced population figure, with a correspond- 
ing expansion in educational facilities and 
prieon industries. 

Existing physical structures should be 
converted to such purposes for a maximum 
population of 1500 .men. 

Another possibility which should be care- 
fully studied is the transformation of the 
State Farm at Vandalia into a minimum 
security institution for felons. Such a use 
of the State Farm would pay vast dividends 
in permitting the separation of the less 
serious and more confirmed offenders. 


Therapy, Re-education Needed 


Correctional practices in Illinois have 
been marked by a major defect, which is 
equally characteristic of the penal methods 
in the other 47 states. 

We have appropriated large sums of 
money to construct and maintain physical 
plants, while neglecting to provide suffi- 
cient funds for the development of pro- 


grams of rehabilitation supervised and di- 


rected by competent professional person- 
nel. 


Close custodial confinement, without 
well-developed programs of therapy and 
re-education, will tend to aggravate rather 
than reduce our crime problem. We must 
increase our investment in staff personnel 
and program. 

There is a serious insufficiency of psy- 
chiatrists to direct programs of therapy. 
The same is true for psychological and so- 
ciological counselors, for educational and 
vocational training personnel, to carry out 
such programs. | 


Program to Reap Rich Rewards 


The expenditures required are small in 
comparison to the enormaus sums we have 
been accustomed to grant for maximum- 
security prison construction and mainte- 
nance. 


A shift in emphasis along these lines 
would afford manifold returns in reducing 
recidivism, the general crime rate, and low- 
ering future costs of penal operations. 

Serious attention to the need for re- 
vitalizing and diversifying our prison in- 
dustries is long overdue. We do not need, 
and should not plan for, large-scale prison 
production units, 


We require, rather, a variety of small 
{ndustrial shops to furnish maximum -op- 
portunity for practical training in the dif- 
ferent industrial skills. 

From such a program the people of IIli- 
nois will reap rewards in the greater pro- 
tection of our communities, the conver- 
sion of offenders from criminal to produc- 
tive pursuits, and the gradual reduction 
of the costs of the prison program itself.

“If silicon had been a gas, I would have 
been a general,” James McNeill Whistler 
used to say. The matter cropped up at 
West Point, where Whistler's superior of- 
ficer was a colonel named Robert E. Lee. 
But even if the 20-year-old cadet had given 
the right answer in that chemistry exam- 
ination a century ago, it is by no means 
certain that his military career would have 
reached any pinnacle. 

To become a general, even more to suc- 
ceed as one, requires tact, patience and a 
willingness to listen to the opinions of 

others. Of these qual- 
ities Whistler had 
perhaps less than 
any celebrity in his- 
to :

NEWS HITS KANSAS 
LIKE ATOM BOMB

TOPEKA, Kan., March 28—C. 
Wesley Roberts resigned under 
fire last night as Republican Na- 
tional Chairman after a legisla- 
tive investigating committee here 
lambasted him for “deliberately 
and intentionally” frustrating the 
purpose of the State Lobby Act. 

News of the resignation hit this 
capital city like a small A-bomb. 
Reaction was mixed, with mostly 
glum silence from members of 
the long-in-power Republican fac- 
tion headed by Roberts and Gov. 
Edward F. Arn, and satisfied 
smiles from the insurgent Young 
Republican group of which Lt. 
Gov. Fred Hall is leader. 

Roberts resigned at Washington 
following a White House talk with 
President Eisenhower, who had 
approved Roberts’s election to the 
$32,500-a-year party chairmanship 
last January. The President called 
the resignation “a wise decision.” 

‘A Plot,’ Says Roberts. 

In announcing his decision to 
quit, Roberts declared he had 
been “the victim of a carefully 
contrived and thinly veiled plot, 
growing out of a fierce factional 
fight in Kansas politics.“ 


“The plot has destroyed my 
usefulness as National Chairman,” 
Roberts said. 

Followers of the Hall faction 
predicted the Roberts exit would 
mark the beginning of a new 
political era in this heavily Re- 
publican state. 

The consensus also was that 
Jeff Robertson, chairman of the 
Kansas Corporation Commission 
and close friend of Roberts, was a 
“dead duck” as far as his appoint- 
ment by Fresident Eisenhower to 
the chairmanship of the Federal 
Power Commission was concerned. 

Robertson had announced last 
month that he was in line for the 
FPC job, but this was before the 
Roberts scandal broke. He was 
confirmed for reappointment to 


the state commission chairman- 
ship here last Wednesday by only 
a couple of Senate votes and only 
after bitter charges of favoritism 
toward public utilities had been 
thrown at him by thé insurgent 
Republican group. . 
Arn Is Downcast. 

Gov. Arn: at a press conference 
a few minutes before news of the 
Roberts resignation was received, 
admitted unsmilingly that the 
committee report on Roberts 
“hadn't done the Republican party 
any good.” 

His chief comment on the re- 
port | was that “it speaks for it- 
self,” and he seemed pleased to

Survivors said it was more than 
an hour before rescue workers 
reached the torn and twisted 
wreckage. A single rutted lane 
led from the nearest highway, two 
miles to the south, to the wooded 
scene of the accident. The lane 
was soon blocked by automobiles 
mired hub deep. Some of the in- 
jured were taken by handcar to 
a road where ambulances waited. 

Seventeen bodies were removed 
and taken to Erie, Pa., 27 miles 
east, under direction oi Coroner 
Warrend Woods. Forty-nine in- 
jured are in two Erie hospitals, 
four in nearby Ashtabula General 
Hospital and eight in Brown Me- 
morial Hospital here. Reports 
from the hospitals were that only 
one of the injured was in dan- 
gerous condition. 

Donald Shirer, Chief of Police 
of Olmsted Falls, O., one of the 
injured in the hospital here, gave 
the following account of the crash: 

“I had just come back from the 
washroom and sat down in the 
first passenger coach. Then I 
heard a crash. The windows on 
the left side of the car started 
popping out, one after another, 
as if someone had been shooting 
them out with a rifle. 

“There was a terrific jolt and I 
ducked behind the seat. The car 
tipped. All the lights went out 
and there was dead silence for a 
moment. 

“Then the men, women and 
children in the ear started 
screaming. There was a moment 
of general panic. I had a pocket 
flashlight. I climed to the back of 
my seat, flashed the light and 
yelled for attention. People quiet- 
ed down. Those who were not 
hurt helped those who were. 
When we got out we found our 
car and two others formed a tri- 
angle, tipped at 45 degrees sup- 
porting each other. 

“Back inside we heard gas es- 
caping. Apparently from the re- 
frigeration system. People 
started to light matches but we 
shouted to them to stop. 

“I helped pull out four dead. 
I helped one unconscious woman 
with blood coming from her side. 
I tried to stanch the flow with 
her clothes but she died in my 
arms. A man in the wash room 
I had just left was killed.” 

A mail clerk, Nelson Breisch, 
40, of Lyons, N. V., said: I don’t 
know how we ever escaped death. 
There were three of us sorting 
mail when we felt the car go off 
the track. It broke all the win- 
dows and we were pitched to the 
floor. 

“A second later, No. 12 hit us. 
It chopped off the back end of 
our car. All three of us were un- 
harmed. “I’m telling you, from 
now on I’m going to church every 
Sunday. I’ve never been so lucky 
in my life.” 

A driver who could drive his 
ambulance no closer than a mile 
to the wreck said: “When I got 
there, 13 bodies were lined up

Mercy Train Sent. 

Hundreds stood in the damp 
cold early today outside Erie’s 
union station as a mercy train 
arrived from the wreck scene.

Erie physicians 
had medical kits and emergency 
equipment in the station’s bag- 
gage room. 

The Red Cross had set up a 
reception and registration cen- 
ter. Civil defense officials, po- 
lice and firemen, were on hand 
to lend aid—and they were 
needed as the first passengers 
were helped and carried from 
the elevator leading from the 
train level. 

Twenty-three stretcher cases 
passed through the baggage room, 
14 women and nine men. Most 
were unconscious.

Still others 
limped through the room aided by 
the more fortunate who had es- 
caped serious injury. Two boys, 
2 and 4 years of age, dragged 
along behind their mother, be- 
wildered by the confusion. 

Another boy, Gregory Quinn 
Jr., of Erie, was wrapped in a 
blanket and carried in the arms 
of a fireman. The total shock 
will come when he learns that his 
mother, Mrs. Alpha Quinn, was 
killed.

My Day

NEW YORK.— 


URING the past two days I 

have attended two very inter- 

esting events. The first of 
these was the dedication of the 
new factory of Altro Health and 
Rehabilitation Services, Inc. 

This is really an extraordinary 
plant, which was erected by and 
named after Frederick Stein, who 
at the age of 35 retired as a 
banker. He had decided he had 
made all the money he needed, 
and would devote the rest of his 
life to good deeds. This particular 
factory is one of his pet projects. 
It turns out quality uniforms for 
restaurants, hotels and hospitals, 
and it does a large business. 

The workers are patients who 
have left sanitariums where they 
have been recovering from either 
tuberculosis or some form of 
cardiac disturbance or some emo- 
tional difficulty. A doctor and a 
nurse are in constant attendance 
and the patients are closely super- 
vised to make sure they do not 
work too long.

SOME OF THEM work for an 
hour and a half in the morning 
and an hour and a half in the 
afternoon. When they reach the 
point where they can work six’ 
hours a day, some of them can 
be discharged to resume their 
usual lives and occupations, but 
many of them are not discharged 
until they are working a full 
eight-hour day. 

They all learn to make uni- 
forms. The only charitable part 
of the undertaking is in connec- 
tion with those who are still 
obliged to work short hours. They 
are given, in addition to the 
union rates for the time they 
work, what money is needed to 
meet their own needs and the 
needs of their families, but as 
soon as they reach the point 
where they can earn enough to 
do this the charity comes to an 
end,

that it was a great deal sounder 
than North’s double. West said 
later he was prepared to run to 
four clubs, and had been stopped 
only by East's redouble (which, 
by the way, was 1 ,emarkable act 
of bravery). 

At least one overtrick, worth 
400 points, could easily have been 
made at three no-trump so South 
was not far out of line in rescu- 
ing with four spades. Whatever 
he did, his side was in for a ter- 
rifie drubbing. 

The defense wrung the last 
ounce out of the cards against 
four spades doubled. 

West opened the diamond 10. 
East captured dummy’s jack, 
cashed the diamond ace, and 
gave West a diamond ruff. West's 
following lead of the club ace 
was ruffed by South but the de- 
fenders quickly recovered from 
this setback, for when South then 
laid down the spade jack, West 
lost no time in jumping in with 
the ace and shifting to his fourth- 
best heart. East cashed both the 
queen and ace, then led his last 
diamond. South had to follow 
suit while West ruffed with the 
spade nine, and a heart return 
gave East a ruff, for the fifth un- 
dertrick. 

The penalty of 1400 points was 
approximately equal to what East- 
West’s victory would have been at 
three no-trump redoubled.

On Public Health

St. Louis Health Commissioner 


UBERCULOSIS deaths in St. 
Louis dropped from 288 in 
1951 to 222 in 1952, a decrease 
of 66 deaths. The resident tuber- 
culosis death rate for 1952 was 
25.7 per 100,000 pulation, as 
compared to the 1951 rate of 33.6. 
Early discovery of cases and 
advances in the methods of treat- 
ment have resulted in the saving 
of many lives since the beginning 
of the century. In 1900 there were 
175 deaths for every 100,000 per- 
sons in St. Louis as compared 
with 25.7 in 1952, the lowest tu- 
berculosis death rate ever experi- 
enced here.

WE KNOW there are many un- 
suspected, undiagnosed cases in 
St. Louis today. They must be 
found. It is the undiscovered case 
of tuberculosis that is the greatest 
source of danger to others. It is 
only through early discovery and 
treatment that the chain of infec- 
tion cah be broken. 

There were 708 new cases of 
tuberculosis reported last year. 
The ratio of new cases per deaths 
was 3.2, an improvement over the 
1951 ratio of 2.4. However, to 
effeatively control tuberculosis, 
more undiscovered cases must be 
found and placed under treat- 
ment, preferably in a sanatorium. 

A chest X-ray is the most im- 
portant method used to discover 
tuberculosis in the early stages. 

Therefore, in the interests of 
case finding, an intensive neigh- 
borhood X-ray survey will be con- 
ducted in the Beaumont Health 
District—Grand avenue to Eight- 
eenth street and Cass to Market 
and Laclede—from April 6 through 
June 26. 

The Beaumont District was cho- 
sen for this survey because the 
tuberculosis rate has always been 
higher there than in any other 
part of the city.

FOR THIS SURVEY the district 
has been divided into four areas, 
each of which will have volunteer 
committees who will try to reach 
every adult in the area to urge 
them to take advantage of the 
visit of the Tuberculosis Society 
Mobile X-ray unit to their neigh- 
borhood. 

No charge will be made for a 
chest X-ray. It takes only a few 
seconds. Everyone will receive a 
report of the findings by mail and 
all findings, of course, are confi- 
dential.
